Giving now impetus to Colorado 

river aqueduct construction, the 
contract for the building of the 
13-mllB San Jacinto tunnel was 
executed Friday hy General Man­ 
ager and Chief Engineer F. E. 
Weymouth of the Metropolitan 
Water District and Emil Henoch 
of the construction firm of Wen- 
sel and Henoch.

Execution of the $7,389.100 con­ 
tract brought <o a close four 
months of negotiations. The docu­ 
ment was signed by General Man­ 
ager Weymouth for the Metropoll- 

. tan water district and by Emll 
Henoch for the Milwaukee firm.

First construction. It was Indi­ 
cated, will consist of road building 
and the erection of camps. It is 
estimated that from 600 to 700 men 
will be employed on this tunnel 
section of the, aqueduct through­ 
out a six-year construction period.

A contract for the San Jacinto 
job wns originally Swarded by the 
water district board to the Metro­ 
politan Engineering Corporation 
whose $7,333,316 bid on the job 
was low. When, after many weeks 
of unsuccessful negotiations, this 
firm was unable to malte bond, a 
tentative award was made to the 
second' low bidder, Wenzel and 
Henoch. whose bid was only about 
$6,000 higher than the low bid.

Although the Wenzel and Henoch 
bond'was soon over-subscribed by 
various surety bonding companies; 
Its actual execution was delayed 
until Friday, as a result of the 
bank holiday.

San Jacinto tunnel, located in 
Riverside county, southwest or 
Banning, will pierce a flank of 
San Jacinto peak. The tunnel's 
diameter will be 16 feet, and Its 
length is second only.
